THK MONTGOMERY HANDICAP. 

As the Memphis Derby is the first important 
three-year-old event of the western turf, so also 
is the Montgomery Handicap the first race that 
brings into opposition a goodly proportion of 
the best handicap class of the west. This year 
the entry list was unusually good and Sec- 
retary Macfarlan had a really difficult task 
of handicapping, but on the whole he seems 
to have apportioned his weights with skill. It 
is noticeable that he does not think Ornament 
capable of giving Mea,dowthorpe, Macy and 
Ulysses as many pounds as Mr. Vosburg did 
when he assigned weights to the Brooklyn 
and Suburban candidates. Leaving the 
top-weights out of consideration, Buckvi- 
dere, 105, Performance, 105, Marquise, 100, 
and Salvable, 108, are a quartette of horses that 
appear to have been let in lightly. Perform- 
ance was invincible after mid-summer last year, 
and if she comes to the post as good as when 
she went into retirement, after winning twelve 
races straight, she will be very apt to be re- 
turned the winner, or, at any rate, be the one 
that will be looking the winner in the eye when 
the final rush comes. 

Other horses that can be depended upon to 
run well at their weights are Linda, 104, Judge 
Steadman, 94, Presbyterian, 100, Sea Robber, 
104, Dr. Walmsley, 106, and Harry Duke, 108. 
The last two horses possess a very high order of 
speed but there is reasonable doubt of their 
ability to stay over a mile and a sixteenth route 
at the great pace necessary to win a race of this 
kind. As to the topweights, there will be time 
enough to consider their chances wlien the ac- 
ceptances are published. 



PROSPECTS FOR NEWPORT. 

J. Gratz Hanly, the enterprising secretary of 
the Newport race track, arrived home yesterday 
(February 14), after a week spent at New Or- 
leans. His visit south was for the purpose 
of securing horses for the Newport meeting 
which begins April 9. Mr. Hanly was eminently 
successful in his mission and secured the prom- 
ise of a number of good strings. Among those who 
signified their intention of racing at Newport 
were the following owners: J. J. McCafferty, 
Charles McCafferty, Richard Rome, J. H. Smith, 
Fred Foster, W. C. Fessenden, Tom Murphy, Car- 
roll Reid and Clint De Witt. Mr. Hanly said that 
fully 150 horses would come direct to Newport 
immediately after the close of the New Orleans 
meeting. He also reports that Bennington & 
Gardner and Green Morris will not race in the 
west this spring. These owners will ship their 
strings direct to Washington, D. C., for the 
meeting which opens there April 11. 

Clay & Woodford of Paris, Ky., have applied 
to Secretary Hanly for stable room for sixteen 
horses. Alex. Shields, who has a string of four- 
teen at Highland Park, Detroit, has applied 
for stalls for this summer. 

Secretary Hanly is much pleased with the 
racing outlook for the Newport track and he 
estimates that at least 600 horses will be at the 
meeting. 

“Curly” Browu will do the starting at the 
I Newport track, although as yet the directors 
of the Queen City Jockey Club have not selected 
^ the officials for the meeting. Secretary Hanly 
is authority for the statement that the Tennes- 
see Breeders’ Association wants Brown to do 
the starting at their meeting, which conflicts, 
however, a week with Newport.— Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.
